quest in an overtime court session 
last night. ’ 

She told the court that after 
drinking some liquor last November 
and going on an automobile ride 
she “came to” in a Chicago hospital 
to find she had been “divorced 
from one man, engaged to anothey 
and married to a third.” 

She was described by a lawyer 
for Van Eiszner, who contested the 
action, as “a spoiled child who has 
had a number of love affairs and 
thinks she can walk into marriase 
and walk out of it.” 

No Sympathy for “Gin Marriages.” 

Nevertheless, Superior Judge 
Leon Yankwich, annulling the mar- 
riage, said “it appears there was a 
greater degree of intoxication than 
was admitted by Mr. Van Eiszner 
or any of his witnesses.” 

“Marriage is a serious matter,” 
the Court said. “I do not think 
the courts should lend their sanc- 
tion to so-called ‘gin marriages.’ 
The court has no sympathy with 
attempts to annul marriages on 
flimsy grounds or through the use 
of fantastic stories.” 

Telling of the events preceding 
her marriage, Mrs. Van LEiszner 
said she had gone to a Chicago 
speakeasy with Van BHiszner, whom 
she had met after a five-year in- 
terval in their friendship. They 
were married in Aurora, Ill, and 
while returning to Chicago by auto- 
mobile, an accident occurred in 
which Van LFiszner’s brother, Don- 
ald, was killed.

CHICAGO, May 26.—Jacob P. de 
Young, bank guard at South Hol- 
land, told today how he shot and 


killed two of a gang of six rob- 
bers who attempted to hold up the 
depository yesterday. He believes 
the robbers were the ones who 
killed his son Peter, 30 years old, 
in a robbery in February when the 
younger man was taking his fa- 
ther’s place as guard. 

“I’m sorry I: couldn’t kill all of 
them,” De Young said. “They were 
the men who murdered my son. I 
feel elated.” 

De Young asserted that “ever 
since they shot down by son with- 
out even giving him a chance, I was 
watching every day for some band- 
it.gang to show up.” 

“I never thought I'd have the 
luck to have the same ones who 
killed my son walk in,” he added, 
“it must have been fate. 

“They got here just as the time 
combination opened on the vault. 
Several of the girl employes and 
some of the men were in the bank. 
Four of the bandits came inside. 

Took Post on Balcony. 

“I had been warned there were 
suspicious strangers in town. So I 
went up to the baleony. I had an 
iron. shield up there and a 3 
caliber rifle, a 12 gauge shotgun 
and a .38 revolver. 

“The four rushed into the bank 
carrying guns and all masked with 
handkerchiefs. They didn’t even 
see me. I waited a second to see 
which I should kill first. The near- 
est man to me—he was about 20 
feet away—was pointing a sawed- 
off shotgun at Milton Waterman, 
our president. 

“So L took real careful aim. I 
hit that one right in the stomach. 
He died. Another of the bandits 
was climbing over the partition in 
front Of the second cashier’s cage.

After hearing oral arguments late 
yesterday, Federal Judge Davis 
took under advisement a suit by 
Howard's Cleaners, Inc, a chain 
cleaning concern, seeking a tempo- 
rary injunction against District At- 


torney Blanton and Robert K. Rv- 
land, State NRA Complrance 


4rector, to prevent enforcement of 


the cleaning and dyeing code. 

F. E. Williams, attorney for the 
company, based most of his argu- 
ment on the contention the com- 
pany was not engaged in, or did 
not affect, interstate commerce, 
thus being exempt from regulation 
under the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act. Constitutionality of the 
NIRA, which he denied in his pe- 
tition, would be questioned at great- 
er length in an application to make 
permanent a temporary injunction, 
if granted, he said. 

In the Government’s answer, pre- 
pared by District Attorney Blanton 
and his assistant, Irwin Sale, dis- 
missal as to Ryland was asked on 
the ground that he was merely a 
representative of NRA and not re- 
sponsible for acts of the adminis- 
trator. Williams said he had no 
objection to this. 

Williams argued that the clean- 
ing: industry is not commerce and 
that, if it were, his client’s busi- 
ness, confined to Missouri, where 
all supplies were purchased also, 
did not affect interstate commerce. 

Reply of District Attorney. 

District Attorney Blanton con- 
tended that price cutting, for which 
the company was ordered to sur- 
render its Blue Eagle last Febru- 
ary, affected the business of com- 
petitors who did business both in 
Missouri and Illinois and that the 
effect would be felt progressively 
in other states. Return to sweat- 
shop conditions as a result of a 
price war, Blanton contended, 
would demoralize the industry and 
injure the market for cleaning ma- 
chinery manufactured in other 
states. 

“The company is not entitled to 
an injunction even if its business 
does not affect its business does 
not affect interstate commerce,” 
Blanton said, “because it would 
have a complete defense against 
prosecution for non-compliance. 

“If the NIRA is unconstitutional, 
which we do not admit, it also has 
a complete defense against prose- 
cution. It is seeking the wrong 


to preserve the status quo, while it 
is asking to change it.” 

Replying, Williams contended the 
status quo was the situation before 
enactment’ of the NIRA, and de- 
nied the company was “trying to 
tie the hands of the Government.” 

Profit and Loss of Company. 

R. E. Patton, president of the 
company, who was fined $500 in 
Police Court last Monday for false 
advertising because of the com- 
pany’s claim that it complied with 
code wage and hour provisions, tes- 
tified the stock of the company 
was owned by the Gullatt Cleaning 
& Laundry Co. of Memphis. The 
assets were bought at bankruptcy 
sale for $7500 in March, 1933, he 
said, and about $7500 more had 
been spent in improvement and ex- 
pansion. 

Patton valued the business, in- 
cluding 23 collecting stations, at 
$50,000. He said the company made 
profits of $5360 last October, but 
that they declined steadily after the 
cleaning code was adopted last No- 
vember, dropping to a $2400 loss in 
February. The company ignored 
code prices beginning Feb. 24, he 
added, and in spite of the picketing 
of the shops, made a small profit 
in March. 

Due to “pressure” from NRA and 
the St. Louis administrative board 
for the cleaning industry, the com- 
pany again began charging code 
prices April 21, Patton stated. Last 
week, he said, he again cut prices. 
|. Objection by District Attorney 
Blanton to introduction of com- 
munications from NRA and clean- 
ers’ code authority, because of his 
inability to determine their au- 
thenticity, was sustained. Williams 
sought to show the company had 
been coerced into comp ce with 
agcode to which it had not sub- 
scribed.

pected deficit in the City Treasury for the current 
year. That program, we are sure, represents a very 
serious and thoughtful attempt to solve the city’s 


whether it is the best program that could be devised, 
nor do we think that anyone else knows. Under pres- 
sure of such emergencies as now face the city, State 
and nation, many compromises have to be made, 
which would not otherwise be acceptable. 

It should be kept clearly in mind that both the 
State Constitution and the City Charter obligate the 
city administration to levy taxes sufficient to meet 
debt requirements, It is an open secret that this 
was not done in the first year of Mayor Dickmann's 
administration. The amount jevied for the sinking 
} fund was considerably below the sum actually needed 
to service the debt. This year, the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment again has failed, in. setting the 
tax rate, to allocate a sufficient sum for the sinking 
fund. Holders of city bonds have a right to object 
to this policy, and if it continues, the city’a credit 
will be placed in jeopardy, Mayor Dickmann and 
Comptroller Nolte are thoroughly cognizant of this 
situation, and the former hopes to get around it by 
means of the extraordinary tax program he has pro- 
posed. 

One of the proposed tax measures is to increase 
the tax on gasoline from %% cent a gallon to 1 cent, 
and to place the proceeds of the increase in the debt 
fund. This is contrary to the original theery upon 
which the city gasoline tax was Jevied, which was 
that money raised from this source should be used 
exclusively for maintenance and construction of 
streets. We have repeatedly.resisted previous efforts 
to divert gas tax funds from street maintenance and 
construction, and we believe that every other possible 
sotirce of revenue should be fully explored before it 
is done in St. Louis. The automobile, once consid- 
ered a luxury, but now in the category of a necessity, 
is already bearing a tremendous load of taxation. If 
possible, it should be spared this further levy. 

Of course, maintenance of the city credit tran- 
scends practically every other consideration, but it 
occurs to us that perhaps the city could find else 
where the $500,000 which the %4-cent tax is expected 
to raise. We are thinking of the $15,000,000 in de 
linquent taxes. It is entirely possible that a large 
part of this sum could be obtained for the City 
Treasury in the coming year if proper methods are 
adopted to do so. We know that in Dayton, O., a very 
successful campaign was carried on to collect back 
taxes; moreover,\that in Detroit, a city much harder 
hit than St. Louis, marvelous results were obtained 
by a city-wide campaign. More than $13,000,000 was 
collected there. : 

Collector Koeln has always pursued a very passive 
attitude toward back taxes. We do not believe that 
he should assume the role of the tax-gathering ogre 
so often portrayed in history, but we do think a 
more positive attitude.on his part would bear fruit. 
He could, for example, send letters to delinquent 
taxpayers reminding them of their debt, pointing 
out that titles cannot be cleared unless taxes are 
paid up, and by other persuasive arguments induce 
them to pay. He might also acquaint them with the 
pleasant news that the Legislature, according to a 
construction of the law by the Attorney-General, has 
remitted all penalties on delinquent taxes prior to 
Jan. 1, 1934. We are sure that many taxpayers do 
not know this. We are sure that if they discovered 
that all they owe is the principal of the tax, plus 
1 per cent a month from Jan. 1, many would come 
in and pay. 

It must not be assumed that the $15,000,000 out- 
standing is all owed by small home-owners, Such is 
far from the case, An analysis, we believe, would 
disclose that a large proportion of that sum is owed 
by less than & per cent of the taxpayers, which 
means that many large bills remain unpaid. Perhaps 
an interesting first step to take would be to concen- 
trate on this 5 per cent, many of whom, we believe, 
are taking advantage of the Legislature’s generosity 
as to back penalties and are fully able to pay. 

In his attitude toward collection of personal prop- 
erty taxes, which constitute about $2,000,000 of the 
$15,000,000, Collector Koeln has been more than pas- 
sive—he has actually been negligent. Many persons, 
in addition to the general habit of falsifying the 
value of their personal property in their returns, 
absolutely ignore the personal property tax bill when 
it comes. They know from past experience that noth- 
ing will happen. We realize that the whole question 
of personal property taxation is a debatable one, but 
we do think that since persons are permitted to file 
nominal returns, they should at least pay taxes on 
them. If Collector Koeln would institute a policy of 
filing suit, we believe a great deal of money would 
roll in without further delay. It should be empha- 
sized that many persons who owe personal property 
tax bills are liable for no other city tax, and can 
well afford to pay a small sum on their personal 
effects. 

Coligctor Koeln is a State officer and is not under 
the jurisdiction of the Mayor. He has held his office 
for many years and has been elected again and again, 
practically without opposition. He is in debt to the 
community. In this emergency, we think he should 
co-operate with the Mayor to the fullest extent.

An Anniversary of Tragedy.

RAGIC, indeed, is this week-end in 
St. Louis anniversaries, For it was 
on May 26, 1780, that this community— 
the only one then in existence west of 
Philadelphia, of all the metropolitan cen- 
ters of today—was almost wiped out by a 
bloody Indian attack, And it was May 
27, 1896, that nature attempted an equal- 
ly unexpected assault and actually de- 
stroyed so much of this city that for 
many hours the outside world thougnt St.

This would 
eliminate the complexities of first and second mort- 
gages and of refinancing, and mean ea great saving 
in interest charges. In case of default, the lender 
would take over the house, and be reimbursed up to 
80 per cent of its value by the HCIC, which would 
have a capital of $200,000,000, 


modernization, which would run from $200 to $2000. 
Interest would be 5 per cent, with a five-year term 
of payment, Since such loans would pot be in mort- 
gage form, foreclosure would not result from non- 
payment, but legal steps to protect the lender could 
be taken, The HCIC would reimburge the lender with 
20 per cent of the loan. 

Another addition to the alphabet bureaus would 

be the FSLIC, or Federal Savings and Loan Insur- 
ance Corporation, with a capital of $100,000,000. 
Building and loan firms would affiliate with it, and, 
on meeting its requirements, would be able to guar- 
antee their shares up .o $2500 for each account. The 
object of FSLIC is to attract money to this form of 
savings, so greater funds may be available for private 
building. Other devices for attracting private capital 
to housing include: Federal incorporation of mort- 
gage associations, to deal in housing loans; amend- 
ment of the Home Loan Bank Act to facilitate dis- 
counting of mortgage paper; amendment of the Farm 
Credit Act to permit local production credit associa- 
tions to make housing loans. 
What the administration seeks is loosening of 
credit conditions to make it easier for individuals 
to obtain funds for modernizing and building. It is 
by no means a radical plan—not so paternalistic, for 
example, as the RFC, which poured Federal money 
directly into private business. It should be wel- 
comed by the vast number of persons dissatisfied 
with their housing conditions, who would be eager 
to improve their situation and thereby provide 
much-needed employment in the heavy industries. 
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MISSOURI AND HORSE-RACING. 

In a letter to the sports editor of the Post-Dispatch, 
Judge Joseph A. Murphy, well-known turf official, 
expresses his perplexity at the peculiar condition of 
racing in the State of Missouri. We share the 
Judge’s perplexity. 

As is well known, racing is forbidden by Missouri 
law. Nevertheless, the Riverside track, near Kansas 
City, holds regular meetings every year, unmolested 
by law officers. It is popularly supposed that this 
peculiar immunity is a result of the influence of Tom 
Pendergast, Kansas City boss. It will be recalled that 
one of the arguments against Gov. Park’s election 
was that, as Circuit Judge in the Riverside district, 
he took no action against this flagrant violation of 
the law. Not only does the State derive no revenue 
from Riverside, but some years ago the State High- 
way Department actually widened a road for the con- 
venience of those who patronize the track. The road 
was ready just in time for opening day of the spring, 
1933, meeting. 

At this end of Missouri, no race track is operating, 
but just across the river in Illinois is the Fairmount 
Jockey Club, which could not exist except for the at- 
tendance of St. Louisans. The Fairmount track is 
operated under Illinois law, and is therefore not in 
the category of the bootleg Riverside track. Fair- 
mount pays $1500 daily to the Illinois Treasury, be- 
sides a 20-cent tax on paid admissions. Judge 
Murphy estimates that every year some $300,000 col- 
lected from St. Louisans finds its way into the Ili- 
nois Treasury. This is an over-estimate; at any rate, 
St, Louis contributes a considerable sum, In the case 
of Riverside, Missouri is out in the cold, while in the 
case of Fairmount, the State is exporting money 
badly needed here, 

It is only necessary to state the case about racing 
to show what an absurd position Missouri is in. We 
call it to the attention of the members of the Legis- 
lature, who, in their next session, are going to have a 
difficult time obtaining sufficient money for the op- 
eration of the State.

President's first year is praised as world’s “most effective post-war example of demo- 
cratic leadership,” which saved our economic system; British writer sees danger, 
however, in his piecemeal attack and lack of general vision; while a brave fighter 

, for a great cause, he needs prompt widespread recovery, to keep support uf public.

O ONE is entitled to say that President 

Roosevelt has yet determined the direc- 

tion in which he is going. But, whatever 
be our judgment of his policies, the first year 
of his term of office is the most effective ex- 
ample of democratic leadership the world 
has seen in the post-war years, : 

When he took over the reins of govern- 
ment, the United States was in a condition 
of economic and moral collapse. That there 
has been a revival of hope, a determination 
to experiment, an effort to discover a new 
equilibrium, is due to his courage and energy 
more than to any other single factor in the 
American situation, 

His book, “On Our Way,” serves admirably’ 
‘to explain why this is so. It is essentially 
@ collection of state papers. They explain 
the depth of the crisis Mr. Roosevelt had to 
confront and the urgency of the policies he 
was called upon to extemporize. Speed was 
of the essence of the problem, Looking back 
on what he has accomplished, and given the 
factors by which he was limited, it is diffi- 
cult to avoid the conclusion that the record 
is an impressive one. On the emergency 
side, at any rate, Mr. Roosevelt is entitled 
to regard himself as the savior of the Amer- 
ican economic system, 


Mr, Roosevelt is as far as possible removed 
from any contemporary notion of dictator- 
ship. He is molding a historic Constitution 
to new purposes by demonstrating, through 
the energizing power of leadership, how 
public opinion can confer new flexibility on . 
ancient forms. There is a sénse in which 
the effurt he represents been more pro- 
foundly democratic than t of any prede- 
cessor within half a century; for the basie 
of his activities has been a popular consent 
more inherently’ related to the executive 
process than at any time within that period. 

Mr. Roosevelt, further, makes it plain 
that his real philosophy is a pragmatic one. 
In the sense that he seeks, so far as possi- 
ble, to preserve the historic contours of the 
American economic system, he is truly con- 
eorvative; in the sense, again, that he takes 
account of, and seeks vigo 


anyone that he has a clear doctrine 
in his mind, He confronts each issue in 
terms of its own problems, not in terms of 


specific situations, 
cation is radi- 
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to similar dangers. He uses everyone who 
comes his way so long as their doctrine has 
u specific and immediate application; but 
there is no general vision informing the 
whole, More, it may be doubted whether 
the President, immersed in the excitement 
of an action~he thoroughly enjoys, has felt 
the need of any general vision. He is not 
the kind of man who asks himself whether 
he should go to the left or to the right; he 
is not the kind, either, who poses the meta- 
physical inquiry whether the retention of 
capitalism is in fact compatible with the in- 
terstitial planning on which he has em- 
barked. He is a broker of ideas, not an 
architect of systems, 


The fate of his experiment will be de- 
termined by the cumulative impact of iso- 
lated details, all subject to daily change, 
not by the total effect of ‘a wholesale plan 
conceived in terms of a coherent pattern. 
The weakness of this is, of course, that it 
appeals to a series of particular public opin- 
jong, cach of which is concerned with a part 
and not with the whole. That enables hig 
opponents, who even yet dare not attack 


him on the whole front, to resist the impact.

The predominant impression the Presi- 
dent’s book makes is undoubtedly thet of 
a brave fighter for a great cause.

CALLED ‘IMPOSSIBLE’ 


Government. Attorney As- 
serts Favorable Ruling 
Would Double Bonded 
Indebtedness in U. S. 


Staggering sums, rising into the 
hundred-billion range, were cited 
by the lawyers arguing before Fed- 
eral Judge Faris as to validity of 
the gold clause in the Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad’s $34,548,000 bond is- 
sue, the subject of an all-day dis- 
cussion yesterday. 

Judge Faris now has under ad- 
visement the petition of Iron Moun- 
tain bondholders that he declare 
the bonds, which matured May 1, 
1933, to be payable, as stated on 
their face, in gold coin of the 


‘ 


when they were issued in 1903, or 
the equivalent of the gold coin in 
present currency. This is esti- 
mated at about $58,500,000. The 
Iron Mountain bonds are part of 
thé $438,000,000 bonded debt of the 
Missouri Pacific system, all of 
whose bonds carry the gold clause, 
The debt, it is estimated, would be 
increased to. $743,000,000 if the gold 
clause were construed literally. 
Supreme Court Test. 

Judge Faris set a period of 15 
days for the filing of briefs and 
answers in the case. Whichever 
way he rules, an appeal from his 
decision to the United States Su- 
preme Court is in prospect. The 
vastness of the sums which the 
ultimate decision may involve was 
set forth by Angus W, McLean, 
assistant solicitor-generalvof the 
United States, when he d: 

“There are $112,000,000 bonds 
outstanding in the United States 
with the gold clause. That is $1000 
for every man, woman and child 
in the country. If this petition 
should be granted this indebtedness 
Y would be nearly doubled. It would 
make the contracts impossible: of 
performance.” 

The arguments for validity of the 
gold clause were made by James 
H. McIntosh and E, W. Bourne, 
representing the Bankers’ Trust 
Co. of New York, which is trustee 
for the holders of: Iron Mountain 
bonds. The opposing arguments 
were made by Assistant Solicitor- 
General McLean, Stanley Reed, 
gerieral counsel of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, and Hd- 
ward J. White, counsel for the 
trustets in bankruptcy of the Mis- 
souri Pacific. 

Question of Constitutionality. 

The pivotal question argued by 
the lawyers was whether Congress 
acted within its constitutional 
rights when it passed the resolution 
of June 5, 1933, prohibiting payment 
in gold, and declaring contracts for 
payment in gold, or ir currency of 
a value equivalent to gold, to be 
against public policy. 

McIntosh said the question at is- 
sue was a dispute between the rail- 
road, as responsible for payment 
of the bonds, and the Bankers’ 
Trust Co., representing the hold- 
ers, and that it was not a public 
question, or one in which the pub- 
lic had an interest. 

From this, McIntosh argued that 
Congress had no right to declare 
payment in gold to be against pub- 
lic policy.

OPENS SECOND SEASON 


Century of Progress Revamped 
With Colored Paint and 
New Attractions. 


CHICAGO, May 26.—The Chica- 
go world’s fair, in new dress, 
opened today for its second year.

He also wishes for a universal 


antiseptic which would be effective 
against all forms of infecting 
agents. This dream, he ventures to 
judge, is not beyond the realm of 
possibility, and in fact he goes so 
far as to say that he feels reason- 
ably certain that it will take the 
form of some agent that will change 
the local reaction of the tissues so 
that it will be impossible for organ- 
isms to grow in that particular lo- 
cation.
